LEAKS ARE FOUND 
IN PENSION FUND 


‘| Merriam Commission Agents 


at a Loss to Know Where 
Interest on Police 
Surplus Goes. 


OVER $8,000 A YEAR. 


Attorney Believes the Treasurer 
„Takes It, but That He Vio- 
lates No Law in 
Doing So. 


Ald. Charles E. Merriam in his quest of 
where the city’s money goes has come upon 
the police pension fund. Investigators for 
the commission bearing his name have re- 
ported the fund a trifle porous. 

Instead of about 800 widows and orphans 
or old and sick policemen getting the an- 
nual interest on a yearly balance of some 
$400,000 or more, the investigators have 
learned that others get it—all the way from 
$8,000 to $20,000 a year. 

Every year there is poured into the police 
pension fund from the dog licenses, saloon 


licenses, levies on pollcemen's salaries, and | 


from special police diity about $400,000. 

There also is a stationary fund of about 
this amount. Sometimes it reaches a higher 
figure, but the minimum, according to reports 
of the commission’s investigators, is no less 
than $400,000. The agents Of the commis- 
sion have been unable to find that either the 
orphans or the city gets the money. 


Thomas Boyle the Treasurer. 

Thomas Boyle of the Boyle Ice company is 
treasurer of the police pension board. He 
has been treasurer for the last seven years— 
in fact, ever since the board was reorganized. 
He could not be reached yesterday. 

To inquiries at his residence it was said 
that he was not in and would not be in 
during the day, although it was admitted that 
he was not out of the city. 

John W. Beckwith, attorney for the board, 
said he believed Mr. Boyle got, the interest 
on the money and that there was nothing in 
the law to prevent him from getting it and 


‘keeping it. 


“I Gon't know for sure,” Mr. Beckwith 
said last night, but I suppose that the treas- 
urer, Mr. Boyle, takes the interest and keeps 
it. I. don't know whether he does or not. 1 
just presume he does. Most treasurers do. 

“If so, I believe he is perfectly justified in 
taking it—that is to say, there is nothing in 
the law that I know of to prevent him. 

Yearly Balance About $400,000. 

“ As I'remember it, I belleve that the aver- 
age yearly balance amounts to a little less 
than $400,000. There is about $875,000 a 
year in disbursements. This sum is grow- 
we rapidly.

“Is there anything in the law that pro- 
vides for the investment of the fund or m- 
terest from the fund? was asked.

At,“ said Mr. Beckwith, “‘may invest its 
money in state, county, and municipal bonds. 
It simply says may it does not say 
‘ must. * 99 

Has the board ever invested the balance 
in any of these bonds?“ 

Not to my knowledge.” 

Investigators for the commission have been 
preparing data on the police pension fund 
with reference to the amount of interest in 
the last seven years, which, it is said, would 
amount to all the way from $56,000 to $140,- 
000, not compounding the interest. The in- 
vestigators also have been at work looking 
up the legal phase of the matter. A public 
hearing on this probably will be held by the 
commission soon. 

Firemen’s Fund Looked Into. 

Simultaneously the investigators have been 
going over the records of the flremen's pen- 
sion fund. They have learned that the in- 
terest is paid back annually to the fund 
itself. 

Those on the police pension board are Will- 
tam Rothmann, an attorney, president; Will- 
iam J. Fortune of Fortune Brothers’ Brew- 
ing company; Thomas Boyle, treasurer; and 
Capt. Wheeler Bartram, representing the 
pensioners. Former Chief of Police George 
M. Shippy was a member of the board; rep- 
resenting the police department. 

The first three are appointed by the mayor. 
Mr. Boyle was appointed in 1903 by Mayor 
Carter Harrison. 

Most of the police pension fund is made up 
from the dog and saloon license fees to the 
eity. The fund receives 75 per cent of all the 
dog licenses, 3 per cent of the license money, 
including the saloon licenses, all the money 
received for special police dejgil work, and 
1 per cent ofall the ne 8 salaries. 


ST. LOUIS SCANDAL NEAR CRISIS. 

St. Louis, Mo., March 20.—[Special. }—with 
the trial of Chief of Police Edmond P. Oreecy 
scheduled for the latter part of this week, 
the climax in the Police Relief aseociation 
shortage scandal is expected to be reached. 

The charges that will be preferred against 
the chief, who was deposed after thirty-five 
years of service and while on his sick bed. 
are now beipe prepared by the city coun- 
selor’s offic Their nature may only be 
conjectured, as every precaution has been 
taken to ‘keep them from becoming public 
until they have been served upon the chief. 

Chief Creecy’s suspension followed the in- 
dictment of John M. Healy, secretary of the 
Police Relief association, who must answer 
for a shortage in the sick and death benefit 
fund variously estimated at from $15,000 to 
$300,000. Lieut. Thomas J. MacCormick. pres- 
Gent of the association, aleo is without his 
shield, pending trial on charges of having 
tampered with the books of the association. 

Alleges He Was Sca 

Healy’s defense is that he was made the 
scapegoat of superiors who rified the fund. 
He protests his innocence of any personal 
wrongdoing. Efforts have been made to have 
him confess, but even former Gov. Folk's 
assistant in the famous boodle trials has 
failed to break Healy down. Another Folk 
assistant is defending Healy. 

Healy was a protégé of Chief Creecy, and 
the chief is known to have accepted pres- 
ents from the relief secretary. It has not 
been proved that Creecy benefited from the 
fund shortage, however. and his friends say 
he cannot be charged with any greater sin 
than physical incapacity.

POORLY TRAINED PHYSICIANS? 


Carnegie Foundation Also Will Show 
There Are Too Many Incompetent 
Men Practicing Law.

Banta Barbara, Cal., March 20.—[Special.] 
That the Carnegie foundation for the ad- 
vancement of education is prepared to show 
in a forthcoming report that the country is 
flooded with poorly trained, unfledged, and 
incompetent physicians and lawyers is the 
statement of Henry 8. Pritchett of New York, 
president of the foundation. 

“The report shows four times as many 
doctors in California in proportion to the 
population gs in Germany.“ he seid. “In 
towns of 300 to 400 population one finds four 
or five doctors and as many lawyers strug- 
gling for a living. Such conditions are de- 
pressing to the profession. 

„The evil effects of turning out an army 
of poorly educated doctors who must learn 
on the public is apparent, The evil of the 
same conditions tn the legal profession is less 
obvious, but is serious. I am convinced that 
much of the deplored lack of respect for the 
flaw of the country is due to the fact that 
for twenty-five years the schools have poured 
out an army of unfledged, incompetent men 
to practice it, 


DANCE OF OVER 15 HOURS 
STOPPED BY FRISCO POLICE, 


Record Terpsichorean Marathon Wit- 
nessed by 3,000, Whe Protest When 
Contest Is Halted. | 


San Francisco, Cal., March 20.—The police 
stopped the world’s championship marathon 
dance today after six contestants had been 
dancing fifteen hours and six minutes. The 
old record was fourteen hours and forty-two 
minutes.

TAFT TALK FAILS 
TO FIX UP TARIFF 


Truce Imperative in Eleven 
Days or Canada Will Be 
Only Big Nation Paying 
Maximum Rate. 


EACH SIDE FRIENDLY YET 


No Conélusion Reached at Al- 
bany Conferences Between 
President and Domin- 
ion Minister. 


Albany, N. T., Mareh 20.—[ Special. -In an 
effort to avert the threatening tariff war 
with Canada, President Taft spent several 
hours today discussing the schedules and 
their bearing on trade relations between this 
country and the dominion with W. 8. Feld- 
ing, Canadian minister of finance, and 
Charles M. Pepper, tariff expert, attached to 
the bureau of trade relations of the state de- 
partment at Washington. 

The importance of these meetings isshown 
in the fact that in eleven days the maximum 
American retes automatically will go into 
effect against Canada, unless in the mean- 
time an agreement hae been made to the 
contrary. If no adjustment is made, Canada 
will be the one important country in the 
world against which the maximum American 
rates will be applied. 


No Conclusion Reached. 

At the close of the conferences this evening 
the following statement was authorized by 
the president: 

“The president and Mr. Fielding were in 
conference several hours today in respect 
to the tariff and in its bearing on our trade 
relations with Canada. No conclusion was 
reached, but the situation remains one of 
friend negotiation.” 

It is undertsood that the president, aided 
by Pepper, took up the discussion whe 

erican tariff commission, sent to Ottawa 
arly this month, left off. The conferences, 
it ig understood, concerned chiefly a scrutiny 
of the schedules by the tariff experts, and 
discussions of certain points of interest in the 
law, invioving the president's right to deter- 
mine whether the treatment of this country 
by Canada in tariff matters would properly 
come under the trems of ‘‘ undue discrimina- 
tion,”’ making it compulsory on the chief ex- 
ecutive to impose on imports from Canada 
the maximum rate under the Aldrich-Payne 
tariff! law, beginning March 81. 


Both Seek Proper Adjustment. 
Both the president and the dominion gov- 
ernment arq anxious to arrive at a proper 
adjustment of the differences if this can 
be done without loss, economical or in pres- 


tige. 

Up to this time Canada has been regarded | 
by the president's tariff advisers as un- 
duly * discriminatory, and unless cohces- 
sions are granted by the dominion to place 
the United States on an equal footing with 
France and thirteen other countries which 
have been given preferential rates under the 
Canadian tariff it seems probable that the 
maximum American rates will be applied 
against Canada. 

The fact that the president tonight sum- 
moned James McDonald of Toronto to the 
Gov. Hughes’ mansion where the confer- 
ences took place and thanked him for his 
part in helping to bring about today’s meet- 
ing indicates that progress was made, and 
that the outlook is not so dark as it appeared 
te be a few days ago. 


Many Telegrams Urge Settlement. 

The president was inundated with tele- 
grams today from various interests through- 
out the country expressing the hope that an 
amicable agreement with Canada might be 
reached. Only within the last seventy-two 
hours, it seems, has the seriousness of the 
situation been appreciated in this country 
and in the dominion. 

In view of the fact that so short a time re- 
mains for the adjustment of the differences, 
President Taft, before leaving Washington, 
consulted with his advisers as to whether, 
after the maximum rates automatically 
had been applied, it would be within the pow- 
er of the executive, by proclamation, subse- 
quently to grant 4 reduction. 

Secretary of State Knox, without definite- 
ly committing himself, held the opinion that 
a change in circumstances favorable to the 
United States might warrant the president in 
rescinding the maximum tariff, and believed 
that the discretionary power vested in the 
president by the law gives ample authority 
tor such action. — 

It was not expected that a final result could 
be attained at the conference today. The 
Canadian minister of finance did not have 
plenary power, for one thing, and the presi- 
dent necessarily would be expected to submit 
a question of this importance to the cabinet 
before committing the United States to any 
new policy. 

Signs French Proclamation. 

The president today signed the proclama- 
tion giving to France and Algeria the min- 
imum rate under the Aldrich-Payne bill. 

After being for a day and a half the guest 
of Gov. Hughes, President Taft retired on 
board bis private car tonight and at 3 6. m.

FIGHT IS ONLY BEGINNING? 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] — 

Washington, D. C., March 20.—The strug- 
gie over the speakership, which reached its 
climax yesterday in the destruction of the 
speaker’s power in the committee on rules, 
yet leaving Mr. Cannon the speaker ship itself, 
may have marked not so much the ending 
of a three days’ battle as the beginning of 
a great political war. This possibility was 
recognized by all factions today. 

Hardly anybody here thinks that the con- 
dition of affairs represents any satisfactory 
conclusion. The speaker and his friends 
appear to interpret the refusal of the house 
to depose him as justifying them in claiming 
to have wrested victory from defeat, in- 
dorsement from repudiation. Not a few of 
the insurgents who voted for Mr. Cannon’s 
retention are wondering today if they made 
a political blunder; whether their anti-Can- 
non constituents will not indeed hold their 
retaining him in the speakership to heve 
nullified their vote to eliminate him from the 
rules committee. 

The Republican regulars claim that the in- 
surgents who voted for the speaker have 
returned to the party fold. The Democrats 


taunt these insurgents with having been reo- 


reant to the logic of their insurgency. 

Outcome Pleasing to None. 
Nobody seems happy about the outcome. 
Even in the senate the regulars are appre-

Washington, D. C., March 2.-4[Special. |— 
An outbreak of a new sort of insurgency in 
the senate is anticipated tomorrow, when 
the fight is renewed by Senator Dixon to ge: 
possession of a bill relating to sealing opera- 
tions in certain Alaskan waters. 

Consideration of the bill in the committes 
on forejgn relations was demanded by Sen- 
ator Cullom of Illinois, who is chairman of 
that committee. Senator Dixon insisted on 
Thursday, when the bill was introduced, tha: 
it be referred to his own committee on the 
conservation of natural resources, as that 
committee had held as number of hearings on 
the subject. 

Senator Dixon will be compelled to muster 
the support of a large number of Repub- 
licans if he is to succeed in taking the biil 
away from Senator Cullom's committee. 
Members of the senate claim that the suc- 
cess of younger senators in overriding 
the older statesmen on a matter of reference, 
of a bill to committee will demonstrate the 
fact that the control exercised over the sen- 
ate by Aldrich can be broken on other im- 
portant matters. 

Senator Aldrich’s control of the organiza- 
tion of the senate is built up on his control 
of the more important tommitteés and of the 
disposition of legislation introduced in that 
body, The more enthusiastic supporters of 
Senator Dixon claim tonight that there will 
be a genuine insurgeni upheaval in the senate 
tomorrow.

Took In About $5,000,000. 

With the conviction of these defendants 
the government believes it has broken up the 
most monumental swindling combination 
which has ever operated. Statistics have 
been gathered which show the receipts of the 
combination since its organization, about ten 
years ago, to have been near $5,000,000. 

The success of the government in bringing 
the defendants to trial was largely due tothe 
capture, when Maybray was arrested, of a 
trunk found in his home, which, it was ascer- 
tained later; contained a complete documen- 
tary record of the transactions of the com- 
bination for a period of four Fears. A pocket 
ledger was one of the documents thus ob- 
tained. It contained the names and ad- 
dresses of more than 200 persons who had 
acted as go-betweens in various transactions. 
They lived in nearly every state in the union. 


Branches in Many Cities. 


There were fourteen branches in various 
parts of the county, all operated from one 
city. The headquarters were moved from 
time to time, as the leaders came under sur- 
veillance by the authorities. 

Foot racing, wrestling, prize fighting, horse 
rdcing, and wire-tapping were the specialties 
offered victims on which to make “ easy 
money.“ The victim usually was approached 
first by an actual friend who previously had 
been solicited by a regular “ steerer,’’ as he is 
known. 

In most instances representations were 
made that the “ steerer’ had a cousin who 
Was secretary to a coterie of men of great 
wealth who were traveling over the country 
for pleasure. _The victim was told that this 
„secretary was angry at some alleged i- 
treatment and had undertaken to swindle 
his employers out of a large sum of money. 
The victim was invited to assist and when 
he accepted was in turn swindled on a sport- 
ing event which proved to be fixed ’’ against 
him instead of in his favor. 

A partial list of the victims who testified 
showed that Dr. J. B. Itterington of Dallas, 
Tex., lost $5,000 on a New Orleans prize 
fight. Otto Graebe, a Chicago saloonkeeper, 
lost $4,000 on a Galesburg, III., fight; John 
Kozlek, a Chicago butcher, left $5,000 at 
Council Bluffs as the result of a prize fight, 
and John Hemelbrecht, vice president of a 
Bancroft, Neb., bank, was relieved in Coun- 
cil Bluffs of $5,000.

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GIVES LIFE ON BERG ALTAR 


Father Lambert L. Conrardy 
Dying in Chinese Colony. 


SUCCESS WITHIN HIS GRASP. 


Priest Known Here; Americans Gave 
Money to Aid Him. 


The Rev. Lambert Louis Conrardy is dying 
of leprosy among the lepers near Canton, 


China. 

Even the friends of the priest hardly will 
appreciate the pathos of this simple an- 
nouncement, which reached Chicago yester- 
day. They know Father Conrardy had no 
fear of déath, even by leprosy. They know 
he chose his task and went to carry it out, 
He first.went to a leper colony more 
than twenty years ago. It is not known when 
he contracted the disease. 

The tragedy is found in his despairing 
sense of failure with success within his grasp, 
expressed in a letter written by him a few 
months ago, when he felt the malady creep- 
ing upon him and felt himself physically un- 
able to fight the battle before him. 


Writes of His Struggle. 
He wrote: . 
„am not well, but hope that God will 
give me a few years more to work among 
the lepers. 
„I have begun well; it would be easy now 
to go ahead. If I can live only five years 


more. 

“If I was only 40 yeare old—then I feared 
no one and nothing.” : 

Father Conrardy was born in Belgium in 
1841 and was educated for the missionary 
priesthood in Paris, being ordained in 1867. 
He spent seven years as a missionary in 
India and then came to the United States to 
labor in the same capacity among the Indian 
tribes of the northwest. 

In 1888 he heard of the iljhess of Father 
Damien, the young Belgian priest, whose life 
and death im the leper colony of Molokai 
evoked Robert Louis Stevengon’s famous let- 
ter. He wrote and asked if he could be of 
assistance, and on receiying an affirmative 
reply sailed at once for Hawaii. He was 
Father Damien's companion for a year and 
after the latter’s death continued his work 
for seven years. 


Goes to Chinese Colony. 

The American Occupation and the support 
of the colony by the state made individual 
sacrifice no longer essential, so he set out 
for Canton, China, where he had heard that 
the lepers were neglected. 

Returning to the United States, he studied 
medicine and later made a tour of thé coun- 
try, raising money for his work. He spoke 
in Chicago. 

That was about @ year ago. He bought 
an island in the river sixty miles from Can- 
ton, transported there lepers, and built 
them shelters. Thie took §10,000 of 


the colony, and as food cost only 8 cents a 
day for each person, he was in a fair way 
to carry his great burden.

SCHOOLS 10 UPLIFT STAGE 


Mrs. Young Thinks Good Would 
Come from Dramatic Education. 


[RESULT OF STUDENT PLAY. 


Says Knowledge Would Create Demand 
for Something Better. 


The achoolroom as a medium through which 
the American stage may be made better has 
been suggested as a result of the success of | 
the dramatic production given by the pupils 
of the Wendell Phillips High school Friday 
night.. The play, which was George Ade’s 
“ The College Widow,” is considered the best 
attempt at dramatic interpretation ever given 
in a Chicago school, and as a result Mrs. Ella 
Flegg Young, superintendent of schools, 
sees an opportunity for school children to add 
to the stage uplift. 

„The success of the pupils in Ade’s play 
illustrates that even the young are keenly in- 
terested in the stage, said Mrs. Young yes- 
terday. This is bound to be a good thing 
for the stage eventually, because the best 
way to elevate the stage is to elevate the 
audiences. Given audiences of keener dra- 
matic perception, actors and actresses will 
raise themselves to the higher standards de- 


manded. 


People Set the Standard. 

“ The trouble is not so much with the stage 
as it is with those who patronize it. The 
people do not demand enough, and the supply, 
if it may be called such, naturally does not 
rise above the demand. If the school chil- 
dren early learn what to demand of the stage, 
and the success or the Ade play seems to in- 
dicate they are learning this, it will be only 
a question of time until we have an im- 
proved class of plays and players.“ 

Mrs. Young discredited reports that frater- 
nities and sororities were regaining their old 
places in the schools. She said they were 
not using the school buildings for meeti 
places, and that as far as she was concern 
no attention was being paid to them.

Sims and Aids Go to Capital,

Before today is over twenty-three Ameri- 
can citizens, constituting the federal grand 
jury for the northern district of Illinois, may 
have in thelr hande for decisive action the 
fate of the war which has been waged for 
eight yeare between the government and the 
alleged beet trust. * oie 

After United States District Attorney Ed- 
win W. Sims and Assistant District Attorney 
James H. Wilkerson have examined the last 
witnese and left the grand jury alone it will 
be for its members to decide what is to be 
done as the result of the investigation in 
which. the whole nation is interested. 

It will be more than the climax of this lat- 
est investi ever, consisting of 
eight weeks of grand jury sessions, the ex- 
amination of 182 witnesses from all parts of 
the country, consideration of many books 
and documents, and several prior months of 
inquiry by the federal secret service. It will 
be the climax. in a War, opening gun of 
which was fired May 10. when «4 peti- 
tion was filed in the United States Circuit 
court to restrain the big packers—Armour, 
Swift, Morris, Cudahy; Hammond, and 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, from combining 
(in violation of the Sherman anti-trust law) 
to regulate the prices of live stock and 
dressed meat. This injunction was soon is- 
sued by Judge Peter Grosscup in the terms 
asked by the government. | ) 


The Law in the Case, 


The law in the packers’ case is entitled 
“An act to protect trade and commerce 
against unlawful restraints and monopolies.“ 
Indictments will be voted or not, as the grand 
jurors are of the opinion that the following 
provisions have or have not been violated: 

“ Section 1. Every contract, combination 
im the form of trust or otherwise, of con- 
spiracy in restraint of trade or commerce 


among the several states, or with foreign 
natlons, is hereby declared to be illegal. 


Every person who shall make any such con- 
tract or engage in any such combination or 
conspiracy shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and on conviction thereof shall 
be punished by fine not exceeding $5,000 or by 
imprisonment not exceeding one year, or by 
both said punishments, in the discretion of 
the court, . ! 

„Section 2. Every person who shall mo- 
nopolize, or attempt to monopolize, or com- 
bine or conspire with any other person or 
persons to monopolize any part of the trade 
or commerce among the several states, or 
with foreign nations, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by fine not exceeding $5,000 
or by imprisonment not exceeding one yean, 
or by both said punishments, in the discretion 
of the court.“ 


Person Is a Corporation. 


Section 3 of the act extends the act to ter- 
ritories and the District of Columbia, and 
another section explains that person is 
used as meaning either a natural person ora 
corporation. 

Simple as it might seem to determine wheth- 
er or not certain evidence warranted indict- 


case, and DistrictpAttorney Sims and his aids 
have spent mary hours puzzling over the 
legal effect and value of the masse of evi- 
dence collected.

The outcome of the fight against the peti- 
tion filed by the Anti-Saloon league to com- 
pel a vote on thé liquor question will depend, 
according to statements made yesterday by 
representatives of the drys,“ on what in- 
terpretation the board of election commis- 
sioners will place on the phrase “ duly regis- 
tered voters in the state local option law.

“Not Safe to Let One Half of 
Race Control Other Half.” 


NEED. BALLOT AS DEFENSE. 


Says Man’s Chivalry Is Flimsy Thing 
in a Struggle.

Miss Ethel Arnold, a niece of Matthew 
Arnold and sister of Mrs. Humphry Ward, the 
novelist, closed her series of talks in Chicago 
yesterday with an address before the Society 
for Ethical Culture on The Economic Posi- 
tion of Women in Relation to the Ballot.’ 

“Far be it from me to decide what were 
or were not the intentions of the First Cause 
in the creation of man and woman,’’ said Miss 
Arnold, but my position is that in this era 
of democratic government the interests of 
one-half of the human race cannot safely or 
wisely be left in control of the other half, 
however benevolent the intentions of that 
other half may be. 


_. Describes Factory Conditions. 

Miss Arnold described the conditions of fac- 
tory employés in England, and inveighed 
against the deprivation of women laborers’ 


of the right to say what shall be the form or 


legislation in their favor. 

“If the vote has meant nothing to men in 
2 then why the desperate efforts to gain 
. why the reforms that have followed 
he ‘acquisition of greater suffrage in Eng- 
pond Woman suffrage is not a general 
panacea, but it can do much for women, if 

manhood suffrage has done much for man. 


Need Ballot for Defense. 


Women need the ballot for their own de- 
fense. Let them have a voice in legislation 
for their rights. Masculine chivalry is a 
pretty filmsy thing to depend on in a struggle,

Economic Reasons Complex. 


The econémic condition which prevails in the 
region from which Bulgarians emigrate is inter- 
esting. This is a fertile region; its people are 
well-to-do. Why should they go, who are s0 
much better off than their fellow peasants jn 


partment of Rustschuk furnish more than 6,800 
of the emigrants, while seven departments fur- 
+ nish than 2,000? The two great depart- 
ments of Burgas and Varna, over on the Black 
sea, furnish less than 100 emigrants. Even the 
department of Philippopolis, one of the richest 
in the state, furnished less than 100. The great 
department of Sofla also had less than 100. The 
department of Kustindel sent only seventy-two; 
the department of Stara Zagora sent thirteen. 
To state the economic reason for all of these 
departments collectively is not possible. The 
reasons are various. In one department the 
land is poor and there is plenty of it; the people 
are poor and few. In another department there 
is much land, few people and some industry 
which absorbs the surplus population. But 
taking into consideration the condition of all 
the departments, I believe that the slight emi- 
gration from certain ones is due to mental 
rather than eco ic conditions. When we 
compare the material welfare of the people of 
the richest with the people of the poorest de- 
partment in Bulgaria, it is slight, as compared

If this village had been 
further removed from other villages which sent 
large numbers of their inhabitants to America, 
the probabilities are that none would have gone 
‘from Arbanasi. It is the contagion of the suc- 
cess of their neighbors which has put the idea 
of emigration into their heads. 

Bulgarian emigration, in its distribution and 
in the condition of material prosperity which 
prevails in the region of emigration, is also in 
keeping with what I have observed in other 
countries. Our immigrants from these countries 
do not constitute the poorest but those who 
think enough about thetr lot to question their 
condition, and have the nerve to try to improvg 
it. Judged by our own standards; southeastern 
Europe is poor. The people are not paupers and 
are in no sense beggars. I do not refer, of 
course, to the gypsies, who even here, in spite 
of hundreds of years of existence on the spot, 
constitute an alien population. 

These people are poor in the sense that they 
have no great farms, no large sums of money in 
the bank, do not own large houses with lots of 
furniture, and no carriages or buggies, 
often no horses. They do have land, generally 
fertile. They have well made houses, scantily 
furnished, according to our ideas, but furnished 
sufficiently to be comfortable. They have full 
granaries, several oxen; a wagon, generally 
chickens, sheep, and a pig or two. Above all, 
they are not poor by comparison with adjoining 
millionaire landowners in the country or mil- 
lionaire merchants or manufacturers in the 
cities. 


None Actually in Want. 


I have repeatedly asked both officials and the 
peasants themselves if they ever knew of eny 
one actually suffering from hunger or even of 
starving to death in winter. I have often been 
told of people who could not afford to eat meat 
and who never eat as much as they could or 
would eat, if they could afford to. 
class, so poor that it suffers, I have not found. 
Nor have I found poor so low in material exist- 
ence that they were forced to beg or to steal. 
Their real poverty is in the poverty of their 
wants. They are content with the little that is 
within their reach. The wants of the villagers 
are, as a rule, easily supplied and are on a uni- 
ferm level. We must go to the cities to find the 
sort of mental anguish which comes from covet- 
ing that which their means does not afford but 

to which they think themselves entitled.

Hydrophobia Rare Disease — Popular 
Idea Erroneous. 


It you see a dog with its tongue hanging out : 


and frothing at the mouth, don't yell Mad 


dog!” or try to climb a telephone pole. The 


chances are one to oo that the anima! hasn't 


even the symptoms of hydrophobla. Maybe 


it is suffering from distemper or some other 
disease. Probably its condition is only due 


to the fact that it has been a long time with- 


out water. 

So declares Dr. John J. Millar, a specialist 
in diseases of the dog, after personal inves- 
tigation of all so-called cases of hydrophobia 
reported in Chicago for the last seven years. 

During that period of time,” said Dr. 
Millar yesterday in an interview, I have 
experimented with 2,066 cases, and in that 
number found only one in 700 that showed 
actual symptoms of hydrophobia. 


Found Hard to Inoculate, 
“In cases where I knew the dog to be af- 
fected with rabies I was able in oniy one out 
of 400 tests to inoculate another dog with 


the disease, which shows that even if a dog»), 


has rabies it does not necessarily follow that 
the disease will be tranemitted. 

“One case in particular I regard as a true 
test. Among the animals brought to me for; 
examination was one which during a serles 
ot tests attacked an assistant and myself. 
The assistant was bitten in the cheek and 
I was bitten in the hand, but neither of us 
contracted the disease. I did nothing to the 
injury except to keep it clean. 

„The mad dog scare season begins in April 
and continues until August, while a majority 
of the real cases of rabies are cova in De- 
cember and January. 

Other Diseases Are Mistaken. 

“There are various things which are mis- 
taken for rabies. It might be distemper, 
canker worms, throat and lung disease, epi- 
lepsy, or any of the whole class of nervous 
diseases to which the dog is subject. Most 
often, however, it is simply due to the fact 
that the dog is away from home and in con- 
sequence has been without water fora long: 
time. Possibly it has been chased. 

A dog that is actually rabid does not at- 
tract attention except in rare cases. As a 
rule it wants to be let alone and will not at- 
tack unless bothered. Its inclination is to 
wander a/ long disance, as a result of which 
its throat becomes dry and parched and sa- 
liva drips from its lips.“

LTHOUGH fhe Comte de Chambord (who reigned 
for a‘day in his childhood as king of France 


under the title of Henry v. after his grandfather, : 


Charles X., had abdicated in his favor at the time 

of the July revolution of 1830 in Paris) died 
childless, he had an adopted daughter who predeceased 
him dy ten years, and who could boast of being de- 
scended from Mahomet, the founder of Islam. 

Prior to the carriage accident which crippled the 
count for life and rendered him more or less of an in- 
valid, he was gay and, like most of his Bourbon ances- 
tors, susceptible to the fair sex. For a time he was 
infatuated with a marquise at Venice, bearer of one of 
the most illustrious names in the annals of the city of 
doges. The woman dreamed of marriage and there is 
no knowing what might have happened had not the 
count one night when on his way to a rendezvous at 
the palace of the marquise found beneath its walls a 
man mortally wounded. 

He recognized in him a young Turk whom he frequent- 
ly had met in the salons of the marquise. The Turk, 
feeling that he had only a few moments of life left, ex- 
pressed his conviction that he had been assassinated by 
the direction of the marquise, who saw in him and in 
the little girl she hed borne to him obstacles to her 
ambition of becoming the consort of De Chambord. The 
Turk, moreover, confided to him the place where he had 
concealed the child, and entreated him to care for the 
latter, and above all to protect it from its mother, 
the marquise, who already had made one attempt to put 
it out of the way. The Comte de Chambord promised to 
do this, the Turk thereupon dying in his arma. 

On the following day the count left Venice, without 
seeing the marquise again, and carried the child away 
with him, first of all to Germany. From there he sent 
the child in safe keeping to a convent near Auxerre, 
where she was brought up at his expense by the nuns. 
When she grew up he displayed great affection for 
her.

If all that has been written and spoken 
about the desirability of enlarging the con- 
sumption of North American products in 
South America and the best methods of 
bringing it about were put together, there 
would be a series of bulky volumes which 
would make more than a ten foot shelf 
library. There can be nothing new to be 
said in the way of advice to pack goods 
carefully, to give long credits, to offer 
prospective customers the goods they want 
instead of the goods Yankee taste thinks 
they should want, and to send out drum- 
mers or solicitors who can talk Spanish 
or Portuguese and who understand and 
respect the manners and customs of the 
sefiors and the dons. So Tue Trisunes

It has a 
stable government and has entered upon 
that. career. of ‘material prosperity which 
ig ‘possible only with suéh a government. 
It has become the second sheep raising 
country in the world, and the third cattle 
and horse raising country. It has become 
one of the great granaries and — 
houses of the world. 

Argentina has a population of less than 
7, 000, 000, but it is far superior in quality 
to that of the Latin-American states to 
the north of it. The Indian element is 
negligible, while there has been an ex- 
tensive immigration of north Italians, who 
have attached themselves to the soil and 
become the cultivators of small holdings. 
The standard of living of the average man 
is much higher in Argentina than in Peru 
or Central America. The fact that he is 


a more extensive consumer makes him a.

The exposition is to be held in a city of 
over 1,000,000 people. There will be a 
great influx of visitors, not merely from 
other Argentine cities but from other 
South American states.

Some time ago a syndicate of about 130 of the great- 
est captains of industry of Russia organized a floating 
exhibition of Russian produce and manufactures, char- 
tering for the purpose a large liner, the Emperor Nicho- 
las II. The exhibition, starting from Odessa, visited the 
Bulgarian, Turkish, Greek, and Egyptian ports with 
great success; but where it achieved the most n 
results was at Saloniki. 

The latter may be described as the headquarters ot 
Jewish trade in the Ottoman empire. Of a population of 
122,000 close upon 80,000 are Jews, who have monopolized 
for the last five .centuries nine-tenths of the trade of 
Macedonia and, indeed, of all the European provinces 
of Turkey. 

It was feared at one moment that the Jews of Saloni- 

ki, by reason of the treatment of their co-religionists 
in, Russia, would Gecisne to accord any attention to the 
floating exhfbition, which was in charge of Prince 
Amatouny, as commissioner general. and of Privy Coun- 
cllor Moltchanow, representing the minister of com- 
merce. But instead of this the welcome the exhibition 
received at Saloniki was more cordial and more brilliant 
than anywhere else. 
The leading Jewish paper at Saloniki, the Epoca, 
urged the Jews to visit the exhibition and to assist in 
rendering it a success, expressing the opinion that when 
the representatives of the Russian government saw 
how ordérly, well behaved, prosperous and useful the 
Jews were in Saloniki they probably would become ac- 
tive agents in persuading the czar to increase the lib- 
erties of the Jews in Russia. 


The effect of this article was remarkable. On the day 
of the arrival of the vessel the grand rabbi of Saloniki 
went on board to take part in the ceremony of inaugu- 
rating the exhibition, while the president of the cham- 
ber of commerce of Saloniki, an orthodox Jew, welcomed 
the representatives of the Russian government and of 
Russian industry in the name of the city of Saloniki 
nt of the Jewish community. 

o the Russians on board it was a revelation, this 
official welcome by the Jews in the name of the Ottoman 
government and of a Turkish city, and during the week 
which followed there was a succession of banquets and 
luncheons and hospitalities of every kind, organized by 
the leading Jewish merchants in honor of the Russian 
visitors, at which Russians, Jews, and Turks fraternized 
in a wonderful manner. 

Not content with this, Prince Amatouny, the commis-

loniki thanking him for sending the floating exhibition, 
expressing the hope that it would lead to the opening up 
of extensive trade at Saloniki for Russian industry and 
produce, and thanking him for the removal of many of 
the disabilities of their co-religionists in his dominions, 
and begging that he would further extend his enlight- 
ened policy.

Committee of Judges to Hear 


Testimony on Wednesday. 
HOLLAND TO BE A WITNESS. 


Commissioner Acquitted ot Fixing” 
Will Explain Diseard System. 


The special committee of judges, composed 
of Judges Barnes, Honoré, and Rinaker, ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges of irregu- 
larities in the jury commissioners’ office made 
by State’s Attorney Wayman, will resume 
the hearings in the matter on Wednesday.

Say They Can Explain.

The jury commis- 
sioners say they will be able to show good 
cause for not calling any of the men whose 
names were on the cards for jury service, It 
is said many of the men who have been ques- 
tioned by the state’s attorney are unable 
to tell why they were not called on juries.
